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senate report details 
broad failures around 


Jan. 6 attack 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Senate investigation of the 
Jan. 6 insurrection at the 
U.S. Capitol found a broad 
intelligence breakdown 
across multiple agencies, 
along with widespread law 
enforcement and military 
failures that led to the vio- 
lent attack. 

There were clear warnings 
and fips that supporters 
of former President Don- 
ald Trump, including right- 
wing extremist groups, 
were planning to “storm

the Capitol" with weapons 
and possibly infiltrate the 
Tunnel system underneath 
the building. But that intel- 
ligence never made if up 
to top leadership. The re- 
sult was chaos. A Senate 
report released Tuesday 
details how officers on the 
front lines suffered chemi- 
cal burns, brain injuries 
and broken bones, among 
other injuries, after fighting 
the attackers, who quickly 
overwhelmed them and 
broke into the building.

Officers told the Senate in- 
vestigators they were left 
with no leadership or direc- 
tion when command sys- 
tems broke down. 

The Senate report is the first 
— and could be the last — 
bipartisan review of how 
hundreds of Trump sup- 
porters were able to push 
violently past security lines 
and break into the Capitol 
that day, interrupting the 
certification of Joe Biden's 
presidential election vic- 
tory. If recommends imme- 
diate changes to give the 
Capitol Police chief more 
authority, fo provide better 
planning and equipment 
for law enforcement and 
to streamline intelligence 
gathering among federal 
agencies. 

As a bipartisan effort, the 
report does not delve into 
the root causes of the at- 
tack, including Trump's role 
as he called for his support- 
ers to "fight like hell" to over- 
turn his election defeat that 
day. If does not call the at- 
tack an insurrection, even 
though it was. And it comes 
two weeks after Republi- 
cans blocked a bipartisan, 
independent commission 
that would investigate the 
insurrection more broadly. 
"This report is important in 
the fact that it allows us to 
make some immediate im- 
provements to the security 
situation here in the Capi- 
tol," said Michigan Sen. 
Gary Peters, the chairman 
of the Homeland Security 
and Governmental Affairs 
Committee, which con- 
ducted the probe along 
with the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee. "But if does not an- 
swer some of the bigger 
questions that we need 
to face, quite frankly, as a 
country and as a democ- 
racy. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Chuck Schumer said Tues- 
day the findings show even 
greater need for a biparti- 
san commission to investi- 
gate the root causes of the 
attack, referring to Trump's 
Unfounded claims about 
the 2020 election. 

"AS the ‘big lie’ continues to 
spread, as faith in our elec- 
tions continues to decline, 
it is Crucial — crucial — that 
we establish a trusted, in- 
dependent record of what 
transpired," Schumer said.

leader Mitch McConnell, 
who led the blockade 
against such a commission, 
said he's confident the on- 
going reviews by lawmak- 
ers and law enforcement 
will be sufficient. 

The House in May passed 
legislation to create a com- 
mission that would be mod- 
eled after a panel that in- 
vestigated the Sept. 11 ter- 
rorist attack two decades 
ago. House Speaker Nan- 
cy Pelosi told colleagues in 
a letter Tuesday that if the 
Senate fails to approve the 
commission, her chamber 
will launch its own investi- 
gations. 

The top Republican on the 
rules panel, Missouri Sen. 
Roy Blunt, has opposed 
the commission, arguing 
that investigation would 
take too long. He said the 
recommendations made 
in the Senate can be im- 
plemented faster, such as 
legislation that he and Min- 
nesota Democratic Sen. 
Amy Klobuchar, the rules 
committee char, intend to 
introduce soon that would 
give the chief of Capitol 
Police more authority to re- 
quest assistance from the 
National Guard. 

The Senate report recounts 
how the Guard was de- 
layed for hours Jan. 6 as of- 
ficials in multiple agencies 
took bureaucratic steps to 
release the troops. It details 
hours of calls between offi- 
cials in the Capitol and the 
Pentagon and as the then- 
chief of the Capitol Police, 


Steven Sund, desperately 
begged for help. 

It finds that the Pentagon 
soent hours "mission plan- 
ning’ and seeking mul- 
tiple layers of approvals as 
Capitol Police were being 
overwhelmed and brutally 
beaten by the attackers. 
It also says the Defense 
Department's hesitant re- 
soonse was influenced by 
criticism of ifs heavy-hand- 
ed response fo protests in 
the summer of 2020 after 
the death of George Floyd 
In police custody. 

The senators are heavily 
critical of the Capitol Po- 
lice Board, a three-mem- 
ber panel made up of the 
heads of security for the 
House and Senate and the 
Architect of the Capitol. 
The board now Is required 
to approve requests by the 
police chief, even in ur- 
gent situations. The report 
recommenas that its mem- 
bers "regularly review the 
policies and procedures’ 
after senators found that 
the three board members 
on Jan. 6 did not under- 
stand their own authority 
and could not detail the 
statutory requirements for 
requesting National Guard 
assistance. 

Two of the three board 
members, the House and 
senate sergeants at arms, 
were pushed out in the 
days after the attack. Sund, 
the Capitol Police chief, re- 
signed under pressure. 

The report recommends a 
consolidated _ intelligence

unit within the Capitol Po- 
lice after widespread fail- 
ures from multiple agencies 
that did not predict the 
attack even though insur- 
rectionists were planning it 
openly on the internet. 

The police intelligence unit 
"knew about social media 
posts calling for violence at 
the Capitol on January 6, 
including a plot to breach 
the Capitol, the online shar- 
ing of maps of the Capitol 
Complex's tunnel systems, 
and other specific threats 
of violence," the report 
says, but agents did not 
oroperly inform leaders of 
everything they had found. 
On Dec. 28, for example, 
the report notes that some- 
one emailed a public Cap- 
itol Police account and 
warmed about “countless 
tweets from Trump sup- 
porters saying they will be 
armed on January 6th’ 
and "tweets from people 
organizing fo ‘storm the 
Capitol." There were also 
internal warnings of an up- 
tick in posts On various sites 
that showed maps of the 
Capitol, including its under- 
ground tunnels. But those 
soecifics were never dis- 
seminated widely. 

In a response to the report, 
the Capitol Police acknowl- 
edged the need for im- 
provements and said some 
are already being made. 
"Law enforcement agen- 
cies across the country rely 
on intelligence, and the 
quality of that intelligence 
can mean the difference 
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between life and death," 
the statement said. 

During the attack, the re- 
port says, Capitol Police 
were compromised by bad 
intelligence, poor plan- 
ning, faulty equioment and 
a lack of leadership. The 
force's incident command 
system “broke down during 
the attack," leaving officers 
on the front lines without 
orders. There were no func- 
tional incident command- 
ers, and some senior offi- 
cers were fighting instead 
of giving orders. Capitol Po- 
lice "leadershio never took 
control of the radio system 
to Communicate orders to 
front-line officers,” the in- 
vestigation found. 

"| was horrified that NO 
deputy chief or above was 
on the radio or helping us," 
one officer told the com- 
mittee in an anonymous 
statement. “For hours the 
screams on the radio were 
horrific(,) the sights were 
unimaginable and there 
was a complete loss of con- 
trol. ... For hours NO Chief or 
above took command and 
control. Officers were beg- 
ging and pleading for help 
for medical triage." 

The acting chief, Yoganan- 
da Pittman, who replaced 
Sund after his resignation, 
told the committees that 
the lack of communicoa- 
tion resulted from “incident 
commanders being over- 
whelmed and engaging 
with rioters, rather than Issu- 
ing orders over the radio." 
The committee's interviews 
with police officers detail 
“absolutely brutal’ abuse 
from Trump's supporters as 
they ran over them and 
broke into the building. The 
officers described hearing 
racial slurs and seeing Nazi 
salutes. One officer trying 
to evacuate the Senate 
said he had stopped sever- 
al men in full tactical gear, 
one of whom said "You bet- 
ter get out of our way, boy, 
or well go through you to 
get (the senators). The in- 
surrectionists told police of- 
ficers they would kill them, 
then members of Congress. 
At the same time, the sena- 
tors acknowledge the of- 
ficers' bravery, noting that 
one officer told them, "The 
officers inside all behaved 
admirably and_ heroically 
and, even outnumbered, 
went on the offensive and 
took the Capitol back."LJ 
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U.S. identifies 3,900 children separated at border under Trump 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — The 
Biden administration said 
Tuesday that it has identi- 
fied more than 3,900 chil- 
dren separated from their 
parents at the U.S.-Mexico 
border under former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump's ‘zero- 
tolerance’ policy on illegal 
crossings, providing one 
of the more detailed ac- 
counts of a chapter in U.S. 
immigration history that 
drew widespread condem- 
nation. 

The Biden administration's 
Family Reunification Task 
Force count of 3,913 chil- 
dren separated from July 1, 
2017, to the end of Trump's 
presidency Is well below the 
more than 5,500 children 
identified by the American 
Civil Liberties Union in court 
filings, based on govern- 
ment information. 

The task force said it iden- 
tified "nearly all children 
who were separated un- 
der the zero-tolerance 
policy but will review an- 
other 1,723 cases since July 
2017, which would bring 


total cases examined to 
5,636, close to the ACLU 
tally. The discrepancy ap- 
pears to stem largely from 
a federal court ruling in San 
Diego that excluded 1,723 
children who were separat- 
ed for reasons other than 
Trump's zero-tolerance pol- 
icy, such as risk of child en- 
dangerment or questions 
about parentage. 

The task force will also try to 
determine if children were 
separated during the first 
six months of Trump's presi- 
dency, starting in January 
2017, which was outside 
the scope of the ACLU law- 
suit. That could raise the fi- 
nal number. 

Of the 3,913 children, 1,786 
have been reunified with 
Qa parent, mostly during 
Trump's tenure, parents of 
another 1,695 have been 
contacted and the where- 
abouts of 391 have not 
been established. Many 
who have been contact- 
ed were released to other 
family members.

has vowed to reunite par- 
ents who are still apart from 
their children, but the pace 
has been slow and it is un- 
clear how high that number 
will go. The first four parents 
were returned to the United 
States last month, part of 
what the task force identi- 
fied as an initial group of 
62 people — 28 from Gua- 
temala, 20 from Honduras, 
13 from El Salvador and 
one from Mexico. Admin- 
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istration officials say 29 of 
the 62 have received final 
clearances to return to the 
United States, which should 
occur after travel arrange- 
ments are made. 

Lee Gelernt, deputy di- 
rector of the ACLU's immi- 
grant rights project, said 
he wished the reunifica- 
tions had happened more 
quickly but welcomed the 
Biden administration's  ef- 
forts. 


"We believe the negotia- 
tions we're having with the 
administration are con- 
structive and being held 
in good faith," Gelernt told 
reporters. "Our hope is now 
they've put in a process for 
reunifying people it can be 
scaled up." Gelernt said 
families not only need to 
be reunited but provided 
mental health and = sup- 
port services and compen- 
sation. For now, reunited 
families are being allowed 
to remain in the United 
States on a temporary ba- 
sis, but The ACLU wants the 
administration to give them 
a more lasting solution, he 
said. ‘It's not a permanent 
status,’ he said. "That is fore- 
most in the negotiations." 

The report provided data 
that hadn't been previous- 
ly released. Nearly 60% of 
children separated under 
the zero-tolerance policy 
were Guatemalans (2,270), 
followed by  Hondurans 
(1,150), Salvadorans (281), 
Mexicans (75), Brazilians 
(74) and Romanians (23).L) 





Fed lawyers: Trump not liable for ‘crude’ remarks at accuser

NEW YORK (AP) — Don- 
ald Trump cannot be held 
personally liable for "crude 
and disrespectful" remarks 
he made about a woman 
who accused him of rape 
because he made the 
comments while he was 
president, U.S. Justice De- 
partment lawyers told an 
appeals court late Mon- 
day. 

Responding to misconduct 
allegations is part of the 
president's job, the gov- 
ernment's lawyers fold the 
2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. As such, it is the 
United States itself — and 
not Trump — who should 
be the defendant in a def- 
amation lawsuit brought by 
columnist E. Jean Carroll, 
who says Trump raped her 
in the mid-1990s in an up- 
scale Manhattan depart- 
ment store. 

In defending Trump in its 
filling Monday, the Justice 
Department Is carrying on 
an effort that began under 
former U.S. Attorney Gener- 
al William Barr while Trump 
was still in office. 


Barr's intervention last Oc- 
tober was criticized on the 
campaign trail by then- 
Democratic candidate Joe 
Biden, who said It was inap- 
propriate for the Justice 
Department to attempt to 
intervene in a private legal 
battle over Trump's person- 
al conduct. 

The Justice Department's 
consistency in sticking with 
the case, even after Trump 
lost the election, has been 
cited by some as proof 
that Biden is keeping his 
word that he won't try to 
influence the department's 
moves. 

Roberta Kaplan, Carroll's 
attorney, said in a state- 
ment that if was “horrific” 
that Trump raped her client 
but it was "truly shocking 
that the current Depart- 
ment of Justice would allow 
Donald Trump to get away 
with lying about it, thereby 
depriving our client of her 
day in court." 

"The DOJ's position is not 
only legally wrong, It is mor- 
ally wrong since it would 
give federal officials free 
license to cover up private 


sexual misconduct by pub- 
licly brutalizing any woman 
who has the courage to 
come forward," she said. 
“Calling a woman you sexu- 
ally assaulted a ‘liar,’ a ‘slut,’ 
or ‘not my type, as Donald 
Trump did here, is not the 
official act of an American 
oresident." 

IN a statement, Carroll 
said: "As women across the 
country are standing up 
and holding men account- 
able for assault — the DOJ 
is trying to stoo me from 
having that same right. | 
am angry! | am offended!" 
Washington Justice Depart- 
ment lawyers wrote that 
Trump was acting "within 
the scope of his office" in 
denying wrongdoing af- 
ter White House reporters 
asked him about Carroll's 
claims. 

They said: "Elected public 
officials can — and often 
must — address allegations 
regarding personal wrong- 
doing that inspire doubt 
about their suitability for of- 
fice."

scope of employment,’ the 
lawyers wrote, conceding 
that Trump used “crude and 
disrespectful" language in 
questioning Carroll's cred- 
ibility. 

They said comments af- 
tacking her appearance, 
impugning her motives and 
implying she had made 
false accusations against 
others "were without ques- 
tTlon unnecessary and _in- 
appropriate." But they said 
they ‘all pertained to the 
denial of wrongdoing."

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Woman sentenced for false 911 calls sib fatal drug raid 


HOUSTON (AP) — A woman 
was sentenced on Tues- 
day to three years and four 
months in federal prison for 
making false 911 calls that 
ultimately resulted in a 2019 
drug raid by Houston police 
that killed both homeown- 
ers. 

Patricia Garcia was the first 
person fo be sentenced 
in connection with the 
deadly raid in which Dennis 
Tuttle, 59, and his wife, Rho- 
gena Nicholas, 58, were fa- 
tally shot on Jan. 28, 2019. 
A dozen current and for- 
mer officers tied to the nar- 
cotics unit that conducted 
the drug raid have been 
indicted in state and fed- 
eral court in the wake of 
the shooting. Two current 
and former officers, Ger- 
ald Goines and Felipe Gal- 
legos, are facing murder 
charges in state court. 
Prosecutors have alleged 
Goines, who led the raid, 
lied to obtain the warrant to 
search the couple's home 
by claiming a_ confiden- 
tial informant had bought 
heroin there. Goines later 
said there was no informant 
and he had bought the 
drugs himself, they allege.

of marijuana and cocaine 
in the house, but no heroin. 
During a_ federal court 
hearing done over video 
Tuesday, prosecutor Alam- 
dar Hamdani said Garcia 
made three 911 phone 
calls on the evening of Jan. 
8, 2019, in which she told 
police her daughter was 
being held against her will 
inside the couple's home, 


the couple were drug deal- 
ers and had guns inside 
their house. 

Hamdani said Garcia had 
no daughter and that her 
other claims were also 
false, made while she 
was under the influence of 
drugs and alcohol. Garcia 
had a long running dispute 
with the couple, and the 
911 calls were made to get 
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back at them, according 
to authorities. 

Prosecutors don't suggest 
Garcia was the cause of 
the couple's death 20 days 
later, but "that night, things 
were set In motion,’ Ham- 
dani said. 

"Ms. Garcia dialed 911 and 
intended to use those three 
digits as a weapon," he 
said. 


Hamdani said that after 
Tuttle and Nicholas were 
killed, Garcia continued 
to not be remorseful, tell- 
ing police she "was tired" of 
all the people who came 
to their neighborhood to 
mourn the couple's deaths. 
In a brief statement, Garcia 
said when she made the 
false 911 calls, she "wasn't 
in my right mind." In March, 
Garcia pleaded guilty to 
one count of providing 
false information. 

| never meant for anyone 
.. fo die the way they did. | 
am so sorry for my 911 tele- 
phone calls," Garcia said. 
Her attorney, Marjorie Mey- 
ers, had asked for a sen- 
tence of 10 to 16 months, 
recommended by the 
sentencing guidelines, as 
Garcia has a long history 
of mental illness and drug 
abuse. Meyers said what 
happened to the couple 
was because ‘of rogue and 
corrupt police officers." 

But U.S. District Judge 
George C. Hanks Jr. said he 
didn't believe Garcia was 
truly remorseful and she 
had been callous in trying 
to provoke police to force- 
fully enter her neighbors’ 
home. 





Rural Arizona residents wait as wildfire spreads uncontained

PHOENIX (AP) — Firefight- 
ers in Arizona were fight- 
ing Tuesday to gain a foot- 
hold into a massive wildfire, 
one of two that has forced 
thousands of evacuations 
in rural towns and closed 
almost every major high- 
way out of the area. 
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The so-called Telegraph 
Fire, straddling two coun- 
ties, has burned 112 square 
miles (290 square kilome- 
ters) and is at zero contain- 
ment. The blaze was first 
reported Friday south of 
Superior in Pinal County, 
about 60 miles (96.6 kilome- 
ters) east of Phoenix. 

Residents in neighboring 


Gila County, which includes 
Globe, Miami and smaller 
communities, have been in 
various stages of the evac- 
uation process. The town of 
Miami is among those un- 
der an evacuation order. 
At least 2,500 homes in Gila 
County have been evdcu- 
ated, said Carl Melford, the 
county emergency man- 
ager. He estimated that 
there are twice as many 
households who are in "set" 
mode with bags packed 
just in case. 

“Over the past three years, 
we've had some pretty ex- 
treme fire seasons," said 
Melford, who has bags at 
his front door. "We've be- 
come very familiar with the 
process with what it takes 
to evacuate ad community. 
But this is the largest evacu- 
ation to date." 

Becky Stephenson, — 37, 
whose Globe home sits on 
q hill near the U.S. Highway 
60, is feet away from a zone 


Under "set" status. Still, she 
decided to have essentials 
including her pet parrot, 
Buddy, and his travel cage 
ready to go. 

Watching flames climb 
trees Monday night from 
her home as the fire made 
its way Into the Pinal Moun- 
tains and create an eerie 
orange glow was surreal, 
Stephenson said. 

"Honestly, it just makes me 
feel like | can't wait Till they 
get it under control and | 
can go out and start help- 
ing them revegetate," said 
Stephenson, who is a plant 
biologist. "It's just really sad 
to think about all of the 
torched plants and all of 
animals that lost their habi- 
tat during breeding sea- 
son.. 

Meanwhile, Superior resi- 
dents remain in "set" mode. 
But about 400 people in 
nearby Top-Of-The-World 
have been evacuated, 
said Lauren Reimer, a Pinal 


County Sheriffs Office 
sookeswoman. 

Officials with the American 
Red Cross say 90 residents 
in total stayed Monday at 
shelters in Globe and Mesa. 
The fire was human- 
caused. But fire officials 
have not shared further de- 
tails. 

Several miles east of the 
wildfire, the smaller Mescal 
Fire was at 23% contain- 
ment Tuesday. Fire officials 
lifted evacuation orders 
for residents of the com- 
munity of San Carlos and in 
the areas of Soda Canyon 
and Coyote Flats. But the 
community of East El Capi- 
tan was still on mandatory 
evacuation. 

The fire has burned nearly 
105 square miles (13 square 
kilometers) — mostly desert 
brush, oak and grass. If was 
first reported June 2 south- 
east of Globe. 

The cause is. still 
investigation.L] 
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THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Criminal gangs di- 
vulged plans for moving 
drug shioments and carry- 
ing out killings on a secure 
messaging system secretly 
run by the FBI, law enforce- 
ment agencies said Tues- 
day, as they unveiled a 
global sting operation they 
said dealt an “unprece- 
dented blow” to organized 
crime in countries around 
the world. 

The operation known as 
Trojan Shield led to police 
raids in 16 nations. More 
than 800 suspects were ar- 
rested and more than 32 
tons of drugs including co- 
caine, cannabis, amphet- 
amines and methamphet- 
amines were seized along 
with 250 firearms, 55 luxury 
cars and more than $148 
million in cash and crypto- 
currencies. 

The seeds of the sting were 
sown in 2018 when law en- 
forcement agencies took 
down a company called 
Phantom Secure that pro- 
vided customized end-to- 
end encrypted devices 
to criminals, according to 
court papers. Unlike typi- 
cal cell phones, the de- 
vices don't make phone 
calls or browse the internet 
but allow for secure mes- 
saging. As an outgrowth 
of the operation, the FBI 
also recruited a collabora- 
tor who was developing a 
next-generation SeCUre- 
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Global sting: secure FBl-run messaging network tricks crooks

messaging platform for the 
criminal underworld called 
ANOM. The collaborator 
engineered the system to 
give the agency access to 
any messages being sent. 

ANOM didn’t take off im- 
mediately. But once other 
secure platforms used by 
criminal gangs to organize 
drug trafficking underworld 
hits and money launder- 
ing were taken down by 
police, chiefly EncroChat 
and Sky ECC, gangs were 
in the market for a new 
one and the FBI's platform 


was ready. Over the past 
18 months, the agency 
provided phones vid un- 
suspecting middlemen to 
more than 300 gangs op- 
erating in more than 100 
countries. 

Intelligence gathered and 
analyzed “enabled us to 
orevent murders. If led to 
the seizure of drugs that led 
to the seizure of weapons. 
And it helped prevent a 
number of crimes,” Calvin 
Shivers, assistant director of 
the FBI's Criminal Investiga- 
tive Division, told a news 
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conference in The Hague, 
Netherlands. 

The operation led by the 
FBI with the involvement 
of the U.S. Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, the 
European Union police 
agency Europol and law 
enforcement agencies in 
several countries dealt “an 
Unprecedented blow to 
criminal networks, and this 
is worldwide,” said Dutch 
National Police Chief Con- 
stable Jannineé van den 
Berg.

Hearst called if “a water- 
shed moment in global law 
enforcement history.” 

The ANOM app became 
popular in criminal circles 
as users told one another it 
was a safe platform. All the 
time, police were looking 
over the shoulders of crimi- 
nals as they discussed hits, 
drug shioments and other 
crimes.

A major police 
investigation was launched 
and her body was found a 
week later in a woodland 
in the county of Kent, more 
than 50 miles (80 kilome- 
ters) southeast of London. 
Everard’s disappearance 
and killing caused a nation- 
wide outcry, with women 
sharing experiences of be- 
ing threatened or attacked 
or simply facing the every- 
day fear of violence when 
walking alone.

had been “no discernible 
deterioration in his health 
since he was diagnosed in 
March.” 

“There have been exten- 
sive media reports that Mr. 
de Klerk’s health ‘is rapidly 
deteriorating.’ This is not 
so,” the foundation said. 
“He Is now considering the 
continuation of the course 
of immunotherapy that he 
has been following for the 
past two months.” 

It added de Klerk had at- 
tended a meeting of his 
foundation board on Mon- 
day and still works at his of-

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Human rights ombudsman says 58 killed in Colombia protests

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 
— Fifty-eight people have 
been killed during anti-gov- 
ernment protests that be- 
gan in Colombia five weeks 
ago and have also led to 
roadblocks and _ clashes 
with police, the country’s 
human rights ombudsman 
said Monday. 

In a report presented to the 
Inter-American Commission 
on Human Rights, the om- 
budsman office also said 
it had received more than 
400 allegations of human 
rights violations during the 
protests that started April 
28, including cases of po- 
lice beatings, arbitrary de- 
tentions and sexual abuses 
of protesters in police cus- 
Tody. 

Colombia's police have 
come under scrutiny from 
human rights groups for 
their behavior during the 
protests, in which videos 
have shown police shoot- 
ing at protesters or stand- 
ing by while armed civilians 
fired at demonstrators. 

The situation prompted a 
delegation from the Inter- 
American Commission § for 
Human Rights to visit Co- 
lombia this week, where it 
will meet with government 
officials, protest victims and 
organizations that have ac- 
cused the police of using 
excessive force during the 
protests. 

The delegation said Mon- 
day that it will deliver rec- 
ommendations for the gov- 
ernment to follow up on at 
the end of its visit. It could 
also set up an independent 
commission of experts to 
track progress on human 
rights issues. 

According to Temblores, a 
human rights group based 
in Bogota, police have 
been directly involved in 45 
deaths during the protests. 
Human Rights Watch says It 
has documented nine cas- 
es in which police killed pro- 
testers with gunfire and four 
other cases in which police 
officers killed protesters us- 
ing tear gas canisters and 
other devices designed to 
control crowds. 

The watchdog group says it 
is looking into dozens more 
cases of alleged police kill- 
INS. 


Colombia's attorney gen- 
eral has said It is investigat- 
ing police involvement in at 
least three deaths of pro- 
testers and has launched 
a probe into a recent inci- 
dent in the city of Cali dur- 
ing which officers protect- 
ed armed civilians that shot 
at demonstrators. 

On Sunday, President Ivan 
Duque announced a pro- 
posal to reform Colombia's 
police forces that includes 
putting body cameras on 
officers and creating a hu- 
man rights directorate with- 
in the police to seek out- 
side advice on policies. The 
government also said it will 
improve methods through 
which citizens can file com- 
plaints. 

Protesters, however, have 
said they want police offi- 
cers placed under the juris- 
diction of civilian courts. Of- 
ficers who commit crimes 
while on duty in Colombia 
are currently judged by 
military tribunals, which are 
often staffed by their own 
peers. 

The current wave of pro- 
tests started over a plan to 
increase taxes. The govern- 
ment withdrew the plan, 
but the protests have con- 
tinued, fueled by growing 
inequality and unemploy- 
ment during the pandemic. 
Protest leaders are de- 
manding a new set of so- 
cial and economic policies 
that include a basic in- 
come plan for poor house- 
holds and more spending 
on public education. They 
also want the police to be 
transferred from the Ministry 
of Defense to the Ministry of 
the Interior. 

Negotiations between pro- 
test leaders and the gov- 
ernment have been slow 
to get off the ground. On 
Sunday, a group of unions 
and associations that has 
soearheaded the protests 
walked away from. talks 
with the government over 
Duque’s recent decision 
to send soldiers to 13 cities 
to remove roadblocks and 
control violent protests. 

The government has asked 
the group to dismantle 
and reject roadblocks that 
have caused food short- 
ages in some parts of the 
country and forced facto- 
ries to stop working.L]

Current numbers 

There are currently 53 active Covid cases on 
the island. 42 residents and 11 non-residents. 
There are no persons hospitalized. 107 persons 
lost their battle against the Covid virus of which 
1 of them is a non-resident. A total of 168.768 
persons have been tested of which 116.994 
were tested at the airport. 65% of the total pop- 
ulation have been vaccinated. Aiming for 85% 
of the total population by end of June 2021. 


Measurement by the Government of Aruba ef- 
fective as of Wednesday June 9th, 2021: 


Masks are no longer mandatory but they 
are recommended when 1.5 meter social 
distancing is not possible. Establishments 
however are allowed to require people to 
wear masks to enter and this must be fol- 
lowed if if applies.

Most new Covid-19 patients are not vaccinated 


ORANJESTAD - Since the 
first Pfizer vaccine in Aruba 
was administered on Feb- 
ruary 17, 2021, authorities 
have been monitoring both 
the potential side effects 
and the effectiveness of 
the vaccine in Aruba. 


As of June 3, 2021, 63,925 
individuals were vaccinat- 
ed in Aruba and the most 
common side effects were 
as expected; mild and nor- 
mal. Since February 17 and 
through June 3, 3,010 peo- 
ple tested positive for the 
virus, and of the 3,010 new 
cases, 2,859 had not been 
vaccinated, 151 received 
the first doses of the vac- 
cine and 19 received both 
vaccines. This confirms the 
accuracy of the vaccine's 
effectiveness at 95%. Be- 








and 3 individuals received 
both vaccines. Those in the 
latter group were hospital- 
ized for more than 14 days 
with complications after re- 
ceiving their vaccine. How- 
ever, It is Important fo note 
that not a single person 
who was fully vaccinated 
has been hospitalized on 
the ICU due to Covid-19. 
The continuous analysis of 
the DVG tracks the effec- 
tiveness of the Pfizer vac- 
cine and is reason for the 
DVG to continue to pro- 
mote the vaccine.

World Bank sees 5.6% global growth

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
World Bank is upgrad- 
ing the outlook for global 
growth this year, predicting 
that COVID-19 vaccina- 
tions and massive govern- 
ment stimulus in rich coun- 
tries will Power the fastest 
worldwide expansion — in 
nearly five decades. 

In its latest Global Economic 
Prospects report, out Tues- 
day, the 189-country anti- 
poverty agency forecasts 
that the world economy 
will grow 5.6% this year, Up 
from the 4.1% it forecast in 
January. The global econo- 
my last year shrank 3.5% as 
the coronavirus pandemic 
disrupted trade and forced 
businesses to close and 
people to stay home. 


The projected expansion 
would make 2021 the fast- 
est year of growth since 
1973's 6.6%. 

But the 2021 rebound will 
be uneven, the bank pre- 
dicts, led by rich countries 
such as the United States 
that could afford to soend 
vast amounts of taxpayer 
money to support. their 
economies: 90% of ad- 
vanced economies are 
expected to return to pre- 
pandemic levels next year 
-- measured by income per 
person -- versus just a third 
of developing countries. 
The World Bank is calling for 
wider distribution of COVID 
vaccines to low-income 
countries, where inocula- 
tions have gone slowly. 

The bank expects the U.S. 


economy to expand 6.8% 
in 2021, up from the 3.5% 
it forecast in January; the 
world's biggest economy 
shrank 3.5% last year as 
COVID-19 brought eco- 
nomic activity to a near 
standstill in the spring. But 
an aggressive vaccine roll- 
out, along with low interest 
rates and massive govern- 
ment spending revived the 
economy. 

China -- the world's No. 2 
economy and the first to 
emerge from the coronavi- 
rus recession -- is forecast to 
grow 8.5% in 2021 after ex- 
panding just 2.3% last year. 
The 19 European countries 
that share the euro cur- 
rency are collectively ex- 
pected to 4.2%, reversing 
last year's 6.6% drop. And

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Global glitch: Swaths of internet go 
down after cloud outage

LONDON (AP) — Dozens of 
websites went down briefly 
around the globe Tuesday, 
including CNN, The New 
York Times and _ Britain’s 
government home page, 
after an outage at the 
cloud computing service 
Fastly, illustrating how vital 
a small number of behind- 
the-scenes companies 
have become to running 
the internet. 

The sites that could not 
be reached also included 
some Amazon pages, the 
Financial Times, Reddit, 
Twitch and The Guardian. 
San Francisco-based Fastly 
acknowledged a problem 
just before 6 a.m. Eastern. 
About an hour later, the 
company said: “The issue 
has been identified and a 
fix has been applied.” Most 
of the sites soon appeared 
to be back online. 

The company said in an 
emailed statement that 
it was a “technical issue” 
and “not related to a cy- 
ber attack.” 

Still, major futures markets 
in the U.S. dipped sharply 
minutes after the outage, 
which came a month after 
hackers forced the shut- 


down of the biggest fuel 
pipeline in the U.S. 

Fastly is a content-delivery 
network, or CDN. It provides 
vital but behind-the-scenes 
cloud computing “edge 
servers’ to many of the 
web's popular sites. These 
servers store, or “cache,’ 
content such as images 
and video in places around 
the world so that It is closer 
to users, allowing them to 
fetch it more quickly and 
smootnly. 

Fastly says its services mean 
that a European user going 
to an American website 
can get the content 200 to 
500 milliseconds faster. 
Internet traffic measure- 
ment by Kentik showed 
that Fastly began to recov- 
er from the outage roughly 
an hour after it struck at 
mid-morning European 
time, before most Ameri- 
cans were awake. 

“Looks like it Is slowly com- 
ing back,” said Doug Ma- 
dory, an internet infrastruc- 
ture expert at Kentik. He 
said “it is serious because 
Fastly is one of the world’s 
biggest CDNs and this was 
a global outage.” 

Brief internet service outag- 
es are not uncommon and 
are only rarely the result of 


hacking or other mischief. 
Fastly stock jumped about 
6% by midday as investors 
shrugged off the problem. 
Still, the incident highlight- 
ed the relative fragility of 
the internet's architecture 
given its heavy reliance on 
Big Tech companies — such 
as Amazon's AWS cloud 
services — as Opposed to 
amore decentralized array 
of companies. 

“Even the biggest and most 
sophisticated companies 
experience outages. But 
they can also recover fairly 
quickly,” Madory said. 
When the outage hit, 
some visitors trying to ac- 
cess CNN.com got a meés- 
sage that said: “Fastly 
error: unknown domain: 
cnn.com.” Attempts to ac- 
cess the Financial Times 
website turned up a simi- 
lar message, while visits to 
The New York Times and 
U.K. government's gov.uk 
site returned an “Error 503 
Service Unavailable” mes- 
sage, along with the line 
“Varnish cache — server,” 
which is a technology that 
Fastly is built on. 

Down Detector, which 
tracks internet outages, 
posted reports on dozens 
of sites going down.)

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Review: ‘In the Heights | Is the infusion of joy we needed

‘lL am Usnavi and = you 
probily never heard my 
name, declares bodega 
owner Usnavi at the start of

Baffert, Medina Spirit owners sue Kentucky racing officials

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
Trainer Bob Baffert and the 
owners of Kentucky Derby 
winner Medina Spirit have 
filed a lawsuit against Ken- 
tucky racing officials. 

They are seeking a tempo- 
rary injunction they say Is 
to prevent violation of due 
process rights and for cus- 
tody of "remnant' samples 
of the colt's urine to prove 
that traces of the steroid 
betamethasone found in 
his system during a posi- 
tive drug test did not come 
from an injection. 

Medina Spirit's Derby vic- 
tory on May 1 is in jeopardy 
after a failed postrace drug 
test revealed 21 picograms 
of betamethasone in the 


horse. The Hall of Fame 
trainer and Medina Sortrit 
owner Amr Zedan con- 
firmed last week that a sec- 
ond test — or split-sample 
— was also positive for be- 
tamethasone. 

Baffer!’ and Zedan Rac- 
ing Stables filed the lawsuit 
against the Kentucky Horse 
Racing Commission on 
Monday in Franklin Coun- 
ty Circuit Court. The sult 
states that the KHRC fold 
the trainer and owners on 
June | that remnant sam- 
ples of the samples had 
been "damaged/contami- 
nated" during transport to 
the testing lab. The lawsuit 
also seeks an injunction to 
orevent the KHRC from vio- 
lating "substantive and pro- 


cedural due process rights" 
regarding analysis of the 
Split sample. 

"The testing the plaintiff 
seek Would provide empiri- 
cal and scientific reason- 
able certainty that the min- 
iscule (sic) and materially 
irrelevant reported positive 
in Medina Spirit's post race 
sample was innocuously 
sourced from the topical 
Otomax," the suit said. 

A message left with a KHRC 
sookesperson was not im- 
mediately answered. 
Baffert, susoended = by 
Churchill Downs last week 
for two years from the track 
for his recent record of 
failed tests, initially denied 
wrongdoing before later 
acknowledging that the

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Boosted by big crowds, Suns ry to win again vs Nuggets

PHOENIX (AP) — It would 
have been an awesome 
play even when Phoenix 
Suns Arena was empty: 
Cameron Payne floated a 
pass to a streaking Torrey 
Craig, who soared through 
the air before grabbing 
the alley-oop and flushing 
Qa powerful dunk with two 
hands. 

But there was one thing 
that made it even more 
special for the players. 

The crowd went absolutely 
nuts. 

As COVID-19 — restrictions 
have slowly eased, the 
Phoenix Suns’ fan base Is rel- 
ishing the team's return to 
playoffs for the first time in 
11 years. The franchise wel- 
comed a raucous sellout 
crowd of 16,219 on Mon- 
day night during its 122-105

victory in Game 1 over the 
Denver Nuggets. That's just 
below the arena's listed ca- 
pacity of around 18,000. 

"This was the loudest game, 
to be honest, that I've ever 
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played in," Suns forward 
Deandre Ayton said. 
Game 2 of the Western 
Conference semifinals is on 
Wednesday in Phoenix. 
Though there have been 
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some well-documented in- 
stances of poor fan behav- 
ior during the NBA's post- 
season, there's little doubt 
that a loud arena can also 
be a very, very fun one. The 
Suns have taken advan- 
tage of their loud home 
court so far, winning three 
of four postseason games 
in the desert. 

“This crowd Is crazy, it's crazy 
having all the fans in there," 
Suns guard Chris Paul said. 
"The energy — there's noth- 
ing like if. | told the guys 
This is why we fought so 
hard during the regular 
season to get home court 
advantage.’ | think we truly 
have that with our fan base 
here." 

Paul's stellar fourth quarter 
during Monday night's win 
was obviously good news 
for the Suns. The 11-time All- 
Star has fought through a 
shoulder injury that he suf- 
fered in Game 1 of the first 
round against the Lakers. 
He finished with 21 points 
and 11 assists on Monday, 
becoming just the third 
player age 36 or older who 
has had at least 20 points 
and 10 assists in a playoff 
game. 

Paul's hopeful that Game 
2 can be even better, but 
acknowledged he's taking 
it game by game. 

It definitely loosens up," 
Paul said. "One thing about 
it is you don't get no prac- 
tice time. The only way you 
get to see how itis, is during 
the game." 

As for Denver, coach Mi- 
chael Malone wants to see 
more toughness from. his 
team after a "soft" effort in 
Game |. 

"We gave up eight 'And-1s' 
tonight," Malone said. "That 
is asoft mentality. You can't 
give up eight 'And-1s' in a 
playoff game. If you are 
going to foul somebody, 
foul them and not let them 
get the ‘And-1."
